lighting at Gettysburg

REDS OCCUPY SALE TRENCHES

Harriet nml HIM Defenders Get
During Charge of

fine Forces nml One of the Most
Spectacular Sham Battles Is Effect-

ually Enacted Advance Begun

Gettysburg Pa July Jt Wlthin a low
hundred yards of historic Cavalry BleW
there was waged tonight one of the most
spectacular sham battles since the open-

ing of the big camp of instruction
Searchlights flashed through the woods

and underbrush the defending force flred
volley after volley at the big array at-

tacking their strong position and the
Blue army charged up tho long slope
with Imaginary bayonets fixed The
thrilling advance was halted 909 yards
from the Red line that there might be
no Injury from actual contact

Tonights battle which did not start
until an hour after sundown and took
place during the dense darkness
Ing tho moonrIse followed an Imaginary
battle which was supposed to have taken
place earlier in the day The Reds who
wore on the defensive tonight had been
roughly handled during the mornings

conflict the left flank suffering especially
heavy losses

Reenforcements Are Sent
As a result large reenforcaments were

sent to that part of the line leaving the
center along the Hanover rood defend-

ed by only the Second Regiment United
States Infantry Col Mansfield command-
Ing He had a company of engineers and
half an ambulance company for use In-

case of emergency
The news of the movement of the ROdS

to strengthen their loft flank was con-

veyed to the commanding officer of the
Blue army which consisted of two
Imaginary brigades and one actual
brigade The two Imaginary brigades
formed the two flanks of the attacking
army and the center was taken by the
second brigade In command of Gen Har-
ries of the District of Columbia National
Guard

Harries had in his brigade the
Twentyninth United States Infantry
First and Second regiments and First
Separate Battalion District of Columbia
National Guard Engineers and Signal
Corps He also had In his force the
ond New Jersey troop of cavalry the
third United States Field Artillery and
the District of Columbia Field Artillery

Advance In Then Begun
The line of battle was formed about

790 and an hour later the advance be
gan Located on an eminence in the ar
Of the Red army the three powerful
searchlights of Company A United States
Signal Corps swept the entire country
occupied by the advancing Pius
Obi Mansfields regiment strongly in
trenched frequently flred withering vol-

ley on the advancing trOOps The at-

tacking forces screened themselves as
much as possible by following ravines
getting into underbrush and crouching be-

hind trees until 4be blinding light of the
rr bw passed to either aide

Several times lack of Caution threw
them Into the direct Pus of the llgnt
and then would come volley alter volley
from the defending Reds The artillery
and cavalry did not play prominent parts
In the advance almost all of the work
bemg assigned to the Infantry regiments

As would be the case in actual warfare
thp attacking Infantrymen did not SIre
but marched ahead with imaginary flxed
bayonets

Intrcnclicil During Charge
The advance continued steadily until

the Blues were several hundred yards
rom the crest of the bill where the
Bode were intrenched and then came the
rapid and thrilling charge of th8 attack-
ing force The Reds opened ftre then and
the woodland echoed with the reports of
hundreds of suns

When the Blues reached a point about
lU yards from the Red intrenchments

recall was sounded and the night bat-
tle was at an end Simultaneously with
real night battle the other Imaginary
brigades of both armies were supposed
it be having equally lively struggles and
battle lines five miles in length were
supposed to be In actual conflict

SMUGGLED CHINESE

Sends Them Back to Mexico

Instead of China

FLOCKS AFTER FREE

Cross Border Surrender to Cus-

tom Officers Expecting Be De-

ported but Flnil Old Gnrae Block-

ed anti Their Complaints Reach
Wrong Ears Disclosing Secret

Evidence received at the Department of
Commerce and Labor yesterday indicates
that many Chinamen in Mexico are in a
conspiracy to cross the American border
and got the United States to pay their
Btoamshlp fare back to China

The expense of transporting a China
man from he Pacific Coast back homo
Is 10 and the government authorities
realize now that the United Stale use
had Its log pulled to the extent of sev-

eral thousand dollars by the clever
heathen

After they had crossed the border and
surrendered themselves to a United
States emigration officer a group of
Chinamen found that Undo Sam had
changed his generous pulley

Appeal for Deliverance
We people small and insignificant as

ants are on our knees petitioning our
groat minister head of one of the Six
Brother Companies to aid us the Chi
namen wrote to New York The United
States has enacted a new law and in-

stead of shipping our countrymen back
to China is sending them to Mexico
They never had such a law before It
has never even beet advanced They did
it all secretly In Mexico there are still
tens of thousands of our countrymen who
have no work to do and who are looking
forward to smuggling themselves Into the
United States submit to arrest and be
deported back to China If this course Is
closed many of them will have to com-

mit suicide by hanging themselves or die
of starvation Have pity on us tad de
liver us from starving In this country
By accomplishment of this you would be
blessed unto your ten thousandth genera-
tion

The letter was signed by twenty of the
prisoners In Tucson and was Intercepted
by a government agent himself a China
man All twenty are now back in Mex-
ico

States and then you might get deported
